
        
Census Employment Opportunities 

    For the position of Field Representative 
 
i The Field Representative job is part time long term work . 
 
i The Field Representative conducts survey interviews in person and by telephone. 
 
i Survey interviewing is a rewarding job for those who enjoy meeting people and appreciate the diversity 

and independence of this type of work.   
 
i The U.S. Census Bureau is currently recruiting to fill vacancies (# indicated) in the following counties:  

 

Maryland (80 vacancies) – 
Anne Arundel (4), Baltimore (9), Calvert (3), Caroline (1),  
Carroll (1), Dorchester (2), Frederick (2), Howard (1), Kent (1),  
Montgomery (13), Prince Georges (17), Talbot (1),  
Washington (3), Wicomico (1), Worcester (1), and Baltimore City (19) 

 
i Applicants must be able to visit their assigned addresses when people will most likely be home so the job 

will require evening and weekend work.  They will also be paid for their training and mileage while 
working.  

 
i           This position is not a 9 to 5 job.  Field Representatives must be able to work mornings, afternoons 

and evenins, both during the week and on the weekend.  The hours and days depend on when 
respondents are home and the survey workload.   

 
To qualify as a Field Representative, you must be a citizen of the United States, be at least 18 years old, 
pass a 30 minute test, have a home telephone (regular “land” line - not a cell phone), a valid driver’s 
license, and have the use of an insured car.  A car is necessary since Field Representatives go in person 
to selected addresses.  The salary range is between $10.19 and $10.53 per hour, with reimbursement of 
37 ½ cents for each mile driven on official Census business.  
 
Please Note:  Actual hourly rates are determined by geographic location. 
          Salary and mileage rates subject to change with cost of living adjustment.   

Veterans: 
You must provide a copy of your DD Form 214, Discharge Certificate, if you are claiming 5-point veterans preference.   
Also, you must complete an SF 15, Application for Veterans Preference, with a copy of required documentation,  if you  
are claiming 10-point veterans preference.
